Although local druggists say they 
have not had a rush for chloroform, 
ether or other drugs wdiicli can be 
used in the preparation of “knock out 
drops” it is stated that some choloro- 
form has been sold during the last 
few days and the purchasers have 
signified their intention of adminis­ 
tering it to their dogs. 
Other own­

ordinance goes into effect and scores 
of others are trying to find places 
where they know their dogs will be 
well treated. 
Mayor Ross is one of the several 
hundred owners who is giving some 
thought to the question of what he 
w'ill do with his dog. 
“ Satan,” a big 
collie, is quite a figure around the 
city hall. 
He follows the chief exe­ 
cutive wherever he goes and when­ 
ever the mayor is in his office Satan 
is sure to be found close by in the 
hallway waiting the sound of the f a ­ 
miliar footsteps.

KAISER ADDRESSES TROOPS 
IN VERDUN ENGAGEMENTS 


Urges Soldiers to Conquer Enemy at 
Any Cost, According to Dis­ 
patch from Copenhagen.

Washington, February 24—A one 
day truce with both sides preparing 
for a renewal of the conflict was the 
apparent outcome of today’s battle 
between the administration’s forces 
in congress and those seeking to 
modify the stand on the German de­ 
cree to sink armed merchantmen. The 
tight W’ill be renewed early tomorrow’. 
Having blocked every effort to ob­ 
tain consideration in the senate and 
house of resolutions w’arning Ameri­ 
cans to stay off armed vessels, ad­ 
ministration leaders 
agreed to let 
down the bars to some extent tomor­ 
row. 
At that time the senate will 
hear Senator Gore on his warning 
resolution 
and it is 
probable 
the 
liouse will hear at least one of vari­ 
ous similar resolutions. 
This conces.sion was agreed on by 
administration leaders this afternoon. 
They believe they will now’ be able 
to control the situation regardless of 
sucii discussion. 
With the situation apparently in 
control, however, administration lead- 
cr> w'ere not breathing ea.sy. 
One 
wlio yesterday declared, “I regard 
this the most serious matter I have 
ever had to help face,” today said, 
“We have met it thus far—and be­ 
lieve vve <‘an continue to do so, but 
it’s a bad situation.”

Clark shares the view of those who 
think the warning should be issued 
to Americans to stay off armed boats. 
In the senate two unexpected re­ 
cruits joined the opposition to the 
president’s policy.

The resolution calls on Americans 
to “abstain from their right to trav­ 
el on armed merchantmen.” 
The bill 
{irevents the issuing of j)us^{)orts of 
citizens who desired to travel on ves­ 
sels armed either for defensive or 
offensive jmiposes. 
Gore said that 
for iiructical purposes no one could 
say if a vessel’s two inch guns were 
intended for ata<*k or defense.

WILSON TAKES FIRM STAND

Break May Result In War. 


Washington, Feb. 24—A grave turn 
in the submarine controversy came 
when the Democratic members of the 
house committee on foreign affairs 
held a meeting and adopted a resolu­ 
tion denying the right of Americans 
to travel on armed vessels of belliger­ 
ent nations and requesting the presi­ 
dent to direct all Americans to avoid 
taking passage on armed merchant­ 
men belonging to belligerent nations. 
This resolution was in written form. 
Democratic leaders in the house, 
who seem to have worked themselves 
into a high state of excitement over 
the submarine situation, were predict­ 
ing that the president’s determination 
not to prolong negotiations with Ger­ 
many and to insist upon the right of 
Americans to travel with immunity 
on armed merchantmen, will lead this 
country eventually into the war. 
So firmly have the house leaders 
convinced themselves of this that they 
moved without 
delay to warn 
the 
president of the growing sentiment in 
congress. 
In the senate, also, was evidence of 
intense feeling on this subject and no­ 
tice was served of the intention of 
certain Democratic senators to press 
for the passage of a resolution, re­ 
gardless of the president’s stand. 
In 
the senate, however, there is more 
inclination to permit the entire ques­ 
tion to be determined through dip­ 
lomatic channels without interference 
upon the part of congress. 
The 
president’s 
determination 
to 
stand unalterably against any legis­ 
lation of this character, curtailing 
American rights is just as firm now 
as it ever was. 
That Germany will propose a dis­ 
cussion of the question as to the right 
of merchant vessels to arm for de­ 
fense, or the extent to which they 
might arm and still maintain their 
character as merchant ships is ex­ 
pected at the department. 
Germany, it was pointed out, had 
based her new declaration on 
the 
statement that in view of secret or­ 
ders issued to Rritish merchant ships 
by the British admiralty, it was im­ 
possible to draw the distinction be­ 
tween their ships armed for defense 
and those armed for offense. 
The se­ 
cret orders referred to. the German 
declaration set forth, required ships 
armed 
for 
defense 
to 
attack sub­ 
marines on sight. 
The orders them­ 
selves, are collected in appendices be­ 
ing sent by Ambassador Gerard from 
Ber’in by mail. 
They have not been 
received. 
Officials of the department 
declare that it is important for them 
to know exactly what the orders are. 
Many of those in high position go 
even so far as to say that it is doubt­ 
ful whether American lives would be 
in any way endangered if the new 
declaration went into effect at once. 
It is pointed out that as none of the 
British ships sailing ,'between 
the 
United States are not armed at all, 
the actual effect of the new declara­ 
tion would be limited to British ves­ 
sels traveling on routes which Amer­ 
icans are not likelv to use.

Mr. Snowden declared that there 
was no ground for hope of a decisive 
crushing victory for either side. 
The people of England, he said, 
had a right to expect that the govern­ 
ment state in more definite and pre­ 
cise language the terms on which they 
were willing to consider peace. 
Mr. Trevelyan said that both 
the 
German and British governments de­ 
sired peace, but that neither would 
take the initiative. 
He denied that 
overtures on the part of the English 
would really be regarded as sign of 
w’eariness or proof of failure. 
“ W e have no hope of peace.” he 
said, “ as long as Germany believes 
that we are out on a policy of con­ 
quest and aggression.” 
Premier Asquith, replying to the 
peace advocates said: 
“ The 
German*’ chancellor’s 
state­ 
ment that Germany is not the enemy 
of the small nations was one of colos­ 
sal and shameless audacity. 
I would 
be more disposed to attach importance 
to the imaginary inclination of Ger­ 
many's chancellor in the direction of 
peace if it were put forward in lang­ 
uage sustained by arguments not so 
transparently hypocritical.” 
“ A more real evidence of the desire 
for peace,” the premier said, “ was 
the attitude of the German socialist 
party. 
“ What T said Nov. 9. 1914. I repeat 
now- 
‘W e shall never sheathe the 
sword we have not lightly drawn un­ 
til Belgium and, I will add— Servia— 
recover in full measure all and more 
than 
they 
have 
sacrificed: 
until 
France is adequately secured against 
aggression; 
until the rights of the 
small nations of Europe are based on 
an unassailable foundation, and until 
the military dominion of Prussia is 
wholly and finally destroyed.' 
“ Not until a peace based upon these 
foundations is w’ithin sight of attain­ 
ment shall we or any of our allies 
abate by one jot our prosecution of 
this war.”

Bituminous Coal Men Threshing Out 
New Agreement. 


New 
York. 
Feb. 
14.— Representa­ 
tives of the bituminous coal miners 
and operators met at the MeAlpin 
hotel today to try and thresh out an 
agreement by which the miners will 
be willing to go on working after 
March 31, when the present wage 
scale expires. 
The miners are asking for a 10 per 
cent increase in wages and for other 
concessions of a technical character. 
Their representatives met the repre­ 
sentatives of the operatives in Mobile 
last week, but were unable to reach 
an agreement. 
An adjournment was 
taken and the same men for both sides 
continued their deliberations here. 
John P. White, who, as president 
of the United Mine Workers is the 
chief spokesman for the bituminous 
miners, as well as for the anthracite 
miners, said that he is not apprehen- j 
sive of a strike. 


London, Feb. 24.— The battle north 
of Verdun, precipitated, by the offen­ 
sive of the German army under com­ 
mand of the crown prince, which was 
begun Monday night, is still increasing 
in 
intensity. 
The 
German 
official 
statement claims the taking of the 
French positions to depth of three 
kilometers 
(one 
and 
seven-eighths 
miles), on a ten kilometer front (six 
and one-fourth miles), in the region of 
the village of Consenvoye. 
More than 
3,000 French were taken prisoners, 
the German statement says, and the 
French also lost heavily in killed and 
wounded and in material captured. 
The French admit the lost of the 
village of Hautmont, though they say 
that they still hold the environs of 
the village after a stubborn fight, and 
they also admit that the 
Germans 
have 
penetrated 
into the 
W avrille 
wrood, west of the village of Wavrille, 
in the same sector. 
Troops of seven German army corps 
are being used in the offensive in this 
sector, according to the French of­ 
ficial communique. 
Seven corps of 
Germhn army in w’ar time comprise 
some 305,000 men. 
The crown prince’s attack on the 
Verdu sector resulted on Monday, its 
first day, in the Germans gaining a 
foothold in certain advanced French 
trenches at Brabant Sur Meuse, be­ 
tween the forest of Hautet and I/Herb 
bois. 
They were driven out of com­ 
municating trenches to which they had 
penetrated at some points. 
These first assaults were preceded 
by artillery preparations of exception 
al thoroughness and this bombard­ 
ment from guns of large caliber, has 
been continued ever since without 
cessation. 
The present German offensive, of 
which the assault on the French lines 
defending Verdun is the latest de­ 
velopment, which begun Jan. 29 with 
an attack in Artois, northeast of Neu- 
ville St. Vaast. 
Petrograd announces the continued 
pursuit of the remnants of the Turk­ 
ish army which fled from Erzerum. 
Newspaper 
dispatches 
report 
the 
Turks evacuating Prebizond, on the 
Black sea coast, towrard which. howf- 
ever, another body of Turks from 
Erzerum is said to be retreating. 
The 
Russians are making an effort to cut 
off this force. 
There is increasing activity along 
the front in Russia, but the operations 
for the most part are confined to artil­ 
lery battles and outpost engagements.

the talk of the giant gorilla, which 
walks upright like a man, or the talk 
of the chimpanzee. 
Of their conversa 
tions, however, he lias some samples. 
Within ten days or tw?o weeks, may­ 
be, Professor Garner will sail from 
New York for the French Kongo, his 
scientific hunting ground. 
He goes 
partly on his own account to pursue 
his studies of ape language and partly 
on behalf of the Smithsonian institu­ 
tion and the Bronx zoo, for each oi 
w’hieh he expects to obtain a collection 
of invaluable animals and natural his­ 
tory specimens. 


In a Monkey Proof Cage. 
For nearly twenty-five years Profes 
sor Garner has been going to Africa tc 
imprison himself in a cage, too strong 
for even the mighty arms of gorillas to 
rend apart, while he listened night and 
day to catch the strange inflections of 
the ape voice. 
Now he can converse 
with little monkeys and big, returning 
their stare, but there is much that re­ 
mains to be learned. 
He has many big ideas for his new 
expedition. The study of ope language 
is his first scientific aim. 
He will at­ 
tempt to increase his vocabulary of 
monkey words. 
He will take with him 
phonograph records for the recording 
of monkey language. 
He will try to 
capture two or three young gorillas for 
the Bronx zoo and two or three young 
chimpanzees as well. 
“ I shall go to the French Kongo,*' 
said Professor Garner, “and will estab­ 
lish headquarters in the Lake Fernan 
Vaz basin, about two degrees south of 
the equator and perhaps 150 miles in­ 
land from the coast. 
Thereafter I 
shall work inland to about 500 miles 
from the coast. 
As on my former ex­ 
peditions. I shall construct a strong 
cage of stout steel rods about five-six­ 
teenths of an iuch in diameter, the 
whole inclosed by a netting of steel 
wire. 
The cage will be disguised by a 
covering of branches and leaves. W ith­ 
in the cage I shall have all of my nec­ 
essary equipment for a long vigil—re­ 
volvers. a magazine rifle, three moving 
picture cameras, an ammonia squirt 
gun to discourage too inquisitive prowl­ 
ers. my food suply. and so on. 


Gorillas to Be Lured. 
" I know of a pineapple plantation 
that w ill exactly suit my purposes, and 
I plan to lure within this plantation 
and to my cage many gorillas. 
You 
cannot find a gorilla merely by plung­ 
ing into the jungle after him. 
You 
must bring him to you by the lure of 
food, by calls he understands, by scents 
agreeable to him. 
Naturally I expect 
to get some wonderful moving pictures 
and to capture several young gorillas 
and chimpanzees. 
1 have arranged 
with the Smithsonian institution to 
have one of their men accompany me 
or to join me after I have made my 
arrangements in the jungle. 
He will 
assemble a collection for the institu­ 
tion. 
“ I am especially anxious to capture 
a young chimpanzee which can be 
trained as satisfactorily as was Susie, 
which I presented to the Bronx zoo 
several years ago. 
She died a year 
ago in an epidemic. 
Susie could do 
about anything that a four-year-old 
child could do. 
She could assemble 
geometrical figures, both plane and sol­ 
id; could count up to three perfectly 
and up to four imperfectly; could se­ 
lect six colors and understood and 
obeyed at least 150 commands and 
about 300 words. 
“ This will be the most important ex­ 
pedition I ever attempted. 
Twenty- 
five years ago scientists used to laugh 
at my opinions, but they don’t any 
longer. The novelty has worn off, and 
experiments have shown that I was 
correct in my deductions about the 
ability of apes to convey ideas by 
means of the spoken w^ord.” 


CHARGED 
WITH 
BLACKMAIL 


Five Contractors and Agent In Toils 
of Federal Law. 


Cleveland. Feb. 27.—Five teaming 
contractors, officers of the Cleveland 
Cartage club, and the business agent 
of the Teamsters’ union, were indicted 
by the grand jury here on charges of 
blackmail and of violgton of the Valen­ 
tine anti-ttrust law.

Washington, February 24— South­ 
ern congressmen today were drafting 
a declaration of war on cotton gam­ 
blers. 
An indignation meeting of 
House 
members 
from 
the 
cotton 
states will be held tonight 
at the 
capitol to discuss the alleged “con­ 
spiracy of cotton exchanges to de­ 
press the price of cotton. ’ 
Repre­ 
sentative Heflin of Alabama will pre- 
ide at tonight’s meeting. 
The call 
was joined by Representative Chand- 
er, of Mississippi, and Jacoway of 
Arkansas. 
Measures to 
regulato 
cotton exchanges will be discussed. 
Resolutions of Representative Heflin 
for congressional investigation of al- 
eged manipulation of cotton markets 
also will be urged. 
“Although gov­ 
ernment reports showed that the cot­ 
ton acreage and visible supply was 
being reduced, the cotton gamblers 
deliberately forced down the price of 
cotton,” declared Representative Hef­ 
lin today. 
That the cotton gamblers 
are in control of the market, although 
England’^ reserve supply is known to 
be almost at bedrock and Germany’s 
cut off, with more than 
3,000,000 
bales used in manufacturing war sup­ 
plies since the war begun, is asserted 
by Representative Heflin.

Take the giblets from a goose, cut 
liver into four or five pieces, clean 
the gizzard and cut also in six or 
eight pieces, cut the neck into two- 
inch lengths, .-»kin the feet and put all 
these into a pan with a little salt and 
enough water to cover them a ll; bring 
this to the boil, then strain off and 
wash the pieces in cold water.

When bed blankets become very 
thin at the end, tear them through the 
center, sew edges together by laying 
one selvage edge upon the other and 
stitching along on the sewing ma­ 
chine. 
Turn torn edges ( which now 
become the outer edges) in a narrow 
hem and stitch, first mending the thin 
places if necessary. 
They will last 
as long again, as it brings thin places 
where there is little wear on them. 


Keep a large pair of sharp shears 
in the kitchen for cutting meats, veg­ 
etables and fruits.

Sev eral possibilities are open ed up 
by Gran d Duke Nicholas’ capture of 
Erzerum an d other Turkish position s 
Will his v ictorious army, which thus 
has forced its way through the back 
door of Turkey, attempt 
to reach 
Con stan tin ople through the moun tain 
passes of Armen ia? 
Will it sen d an 
expedition n orth to Trebizon d, on the 
Black sea. through an eq ually forbid­ 
din g coun try? 
Will it descen d the 
Euphrates with the Idea of reliev in g 
the British position on the Tigris? Or, 
an d this seems the most probable so­ 
lution , will it descen d the Euphrates 
to the poin t where it is crossed by the 
Bagdad railway? The latter achiev ed 
an d this altern ativ e could be in dulged 
in —a in arch on Con stan tin ople or on e 
across the desert to Aleppo, where is 
said to be gatherin g the Turko-Ger 
man army for a secon d attempt to 
capture Egypt an d the Suez can al. 
Some military experts believ e that 
the recen t activ ity shown by the An ­ 
glo-In dian force on the Tigris an d the 
Russian armies in Armen ia an d Per­ 
sia was begun an d dev eloped wdth 
the idea of serv in g as deterren ts to a 
secon d attack on Egypt, just as it is 
expected that an offen siv e of the al­ 
lies on the Salon iki littoral will shortly 
be dev eloped with the same en d in 
v iew. 


D istan ces G re atest H an dicap. 
The distan ces, howev er, are so v ast 
that at n o poin t can military operation s 
at presen t be made to illustrate this 
theory. 
From Con stan tin ople to Erze­ 
rum is 740 miles; from Erzerum to Kut- 
el-Amara, the immediate objectiv e of 
the An glo-In dian force on the Tigris, is 
640, an d from the ltussian adv an ce in 
Persia to Kut-el-Amara is 250 miles, 
while Erzerum. the ltussian position in 
Persia, an d the An glo-In dian position 
on the Tigris form a broken lin e whose 
n earest poin t to the Suez can al is 725 
miles. 
On Jan . G the Russian gen eral staff 
issued a lon g report on the army of the 
Caucasus from the time the gran d duke 
bad taken comman d, on Sept. 5, to the 
en d of 1015. 
Accordin g to this report, 
the Turks had begun to prepare for the 
ltussian offen siv e in Armen ia as early 
as Nov ember, when the Third Turkish 
army, an ticipatin g the German -Aus- 
trian driv e in the Balkan s an d the re­ 
tiremen t of the Fran co-Britisb forces 
from Gallipoli, had been ordered to the 
region between the Russian lin es an d 
Erzerum. 
The plan of the Third army was as 
follows: 
The Nin th an d Ten th corps 
were to adv an ce to Olti an d form an 
offen siv e win g, whereas the Elev en th 
corps was ordered to hold its power­ 
fully organ ized position an d to attack, 
through a strategic demon stration , the 
weight of the Russian troops. In case 
the latter took an en ergetic offen siv e 
the Elev en th corps was ordered to fall 
back on the fortress of Erzerum, car­ 
ryin g alon g with it the Russian troops. 
At the proper time the latter would 
be attacked by the Nin th an d Ten th 
corps, together with such re-en force­ 
men ts as could be sen t from Con stan ­ 
tin ople. 
It was the in ten tion of the 
Turks to use the great fortress of Er­ 
zerum on the left flan k or in the cen ter 
as circumstan ces might deman d, feel­ 
in g sure the Russian s could n ot muster 
a sufficien t force to en v elop the city. 
The gran d duke kn ew all this by 
Dec. 1. 
Without displayin g an y activ ­ 
ity or sign s of re-en forcemen ts on this 
lin e in Armen ia he sen t a column 
south in to Persia in the direction of 
Hamadan , where it defeated a large 
force of Persian in surgen ts, Turks an d 
1,200 German s. 
At the same time, 
with the main army n ot deployed, but 
div ided in to ten column s, each flan ked 
by large forces of Cossacks, he began 
bis adv an ce on Erzerum. 
He was lured on , as En v er Pasha 
had in ten ded, by the Elev en th Turkish 
corps, but before he could be attacked 
by the Nin th an d Ten th these corps 
had been isolated by the superior Rus­ 
sian forces to the south of Erzerum. 
an d the Elev en th corps was driv en 
in to the city. 


G e r m a n s Are Re-en forced. 
T ills was on Jan . 25 last. 
On the 
Bame day re-en forcemen ts with man y 
German officers were started from 
Con stan tin ople, an d it was an n oun ced 
that Field Marshal Baron Kolmar v on 
der Goltz, formerly military adv iser to 
En v er Pasha, had been placed at the 
head of the Turkish forces in Armen ia.
